The Foundation for Research and Com¬ 
munity Development, Inc., a non-profit cor¬ 
poration, has negotiated a contract with the 
United States Department of Labor for a $157, 
000 On-the-Job training project. 

The project functioning under the name 
ofthe Mexican-American Opportunities Cen¬ 
ter of Santa Clara County is now open with of¬ 
fices at 1666 McKee Road #2 in San Jose. 

The Foundation For Research and• 
Community Development, Inc. was incorpor¬ 
ated in November 1965. Officers of the foun¬ 
dation are Dr. Y. A. Cabrera, President; Ro¬ 
bert V. Rodriguez, Vice-President; Rose Her¬ 
nandez, Secretary; and Louis Juarez, Trea¬ 
surer. Other trustees are Mario Vazquez, 
Albert Cano, Mark Guerra, Manuel Martinez, 
Lena Manriquez. 

A study conducted by the Mexican Ame¬ 
rican Services Project headed by Lino Lopez 
reveals the the Spanish -sur name community 
comprises 12 percent of the County's popu¬ 
lation. This is far the largest single ethnic 
minority in Santa Clara County. Mexican- 
Americans in the County are faced with dis¬ 
proportionate problems in unemployment, low 
income and low education levels. This group 
represents the largest number of disadvant¬ 
aged and underprivileged by reason of lack of 
education and skills, low income and high un- 
employement. 

Unemployment rates for Mexican- 
Amerieans 14 years of age and over were 111. 
3% higher than the total white male population 
and 199% higher than the total white female 
|x>pulation rates. Median annual income for 
this group is 23.3% below the median level 
for the total male white population. Median 


years of schooling completed for Mexican- 
American persons 25 years of age and over 
was 8.3 years as compared to 12.2 years comp¬ 
leted for the total white population. 

These disparaties in unemployment, 
income and education and a desire to impi'ovc 
the employment, income and educational level 
of the Mexican-American in the County was 
the prime reason for thechartering of the 
Foundation for Research and Community De¬ 
velopment, Inc. The trustees of the founda¬ 
tion are businessmen, educators and profes- 
sionsal well familiar with the problems of the 
Mexican-American in our County. 

The Mexican-American Opportunities 
Center of Santa Clara County (MAOC) will in¬ 
crease the employability of participants in the 
program by providing training and work ex¬ 
perience where there is reasonable expecta¬ 
tion of employment for (a) those who have 
never had stable employment, (b) those who 
are working at low-skill jobs and (c) those 
who are displaced by automation and other 
changes in the labor market in the County. 

MAOC will explore the labor market 
for job developments and to provide avenues 
for hard-core unemployed and underemployed 
to obtain On-the-Job training experience. It 
will demonstrate that a program designed to 
permit social and cultural consideration can 
be more effective in communicating with those 
persons that this program is designed to as¬ 
sist. 

Occupation fields in which training op¬ 
portunities will be promoted and developed in¬ 
clude Manufacturing, Banking, Custodial, 
Medical, Hotel, Restaurant, Retail Sales, 
Recreation, Domestic, Insurance, Transpor-

tation, and Food Processing Industries. 

Training will be for a period of not less 
than four (4) or more than twenty-six (26) 
weeks duration. The goal of the project is to 
provide On-the^Job training for 300 persons 
in a period of eighteen (18) months. 

The federal government, thru the pro¬ 
ject, will reimburse employers approximate¬ 
ly 20% of the trainee's wages during the period 
of training. 

The Bureau of Apprenticeship and 
Training of the Department of Labor will co¬ 
ordinate the implementation of the project 
with the Mexican-American Opportunities 
Center. While the project will place its main 
emphasis on employment of hard-pressed 
Mexican-Americans opportunities are open 
for all citizens. 

The Mexican-American Opportunities 
Center is headed by Monico Amador as Di¬ 
rector assisted by Candelario Veliz as Job De¬ 
veloper-Coordinator and Angelica Valdez as 
Secretary. y 

An advisory committee from labor, 
management and the general community to the 
project is now being formed to aid the project 
in the implementation of its services.

The other day I happened to glance up 
from my work which is surveying. A I looked 
across the re a), Í saw several children plac¬ 
ing in front oí thoir home and for a great while 
Í could not tear myself avva from the scene 
in front of me. What .caught m attention was 
that these children were barefoot and poorlv 
dressed. Worse, the house behind them once 
an imposing structure 50 years or so ago was 
now in disrepair. The front steps were rickety 
and presented a grave danger. Most of the 
windows were broken and had been boarded up. 
The porch sagged and the roof badly needed 
repair. Moreover, the exterior of the hou'se 
lacked a coat of paint. 

I was utterly appalled at what I saw 
and shaken when Í began to envision the hor¬ 
rors these eh ildren from a low-income family 
must suffer each night in that bleak dwelling 
from the nocturnal visits of infectious rats. 
Horrors such as hearing the rats scurrying 
across the.length of their bedroom, or feel¬ 
ing them walk across the top of their covers, 
or awakening to the feel of a rats cold, damp 
nose against one of their ears. 

But, J[ was not really surprised at what 
I su\v although many of you might erringly 
think oi the above environment as unusual. 
The lact ol the matter is that with many of 
our low-income families in Santa Clara County, 
these sub-standard housing conditions are all 
too common. Take a look about you. These 
lamentable housing conditions are evident 
from Gilroy to Palo Alto. It is saddening to 
observe in this affluent County of Santa Clara 
such an abundance of poor living quarters. 
But, it is true! 

There are remedies, though, to im¬ 
prove housing conditions. One is through the 
"Ceased Housing Plan" as enacted by Congress 
in Section 23 of the Housing and Urban De¬ 
velopment Act of 1305. This program is the 
most rapid method of providing low-income 
hous i ng, and offers more security to both 
properly owner and tenant. 


Briefly, the"LHP’ works in this way. 
The Housing Authority, set up by the count 
or city, leases existing privately-owned dwel¬ 
lings freely offered to it for the use of low- 
incom n families. These homes must meet 
certain standards. The new tenant pays what 
he can afford (usually 20% of his income) and 
Federal subsidies, paid to the Housing Au¬ 
thority make up the difference in the agreed 
rent. In addition to utilizing standard hous¬ 
ing, many property owners will be induced to 
bring their dwellings up to standard because 
el the many advantages to them if they parti¬ 
cipate in the program. 

Our enlightened San Jose Councilman 
established a local Housing Authority when 
they realized the pressing need for one. How - 
ever, its jxrvers extend only to the fringes ot 
San Jose. Currently efforts are being cx< i 
to bring into being a county-wide Housing Au¬ 
thority. The resolution is before the ever- 
rcluctant Santa Clara Board of Supervisors. 
Your support is needed in this fight for better 
housing for the underprivileged. Watch your 
newspaper for the next public discussion of the 
meetings held at the Supervisors' Chambers, 
70 W. Hédding St., San Jose. Your presence, 
is the best way to let your elected officials 
know your sentiments.
